Lick who? The major studios 


with whom he competed for the-

dreams and run a more busi- 
nesslike, economical operation.

These were the forces, plus oth- 
er invisible ones, that goaded 
Disney on to bigger, more ambi* 
tious productions. 


"Money never meant any- 


thing to me," said Walt, and he 
ran up deficits to prove it. But 
he believed that if he kept 
amassing product of as much 
quality as he could manage, the 
films would eventually bail him 
out. And they did. 


Such films as "Bambi," "Pi- 


nocchio" and "Fantasia" failed 
to make a profit on their first 
release. But later they were re- 
released as each new wave of 
youngsters grew to movie-going 
age, and the result was a bonan- 
za for the Disney organization. 


Walt learned early to hold 


onto his product and allow no 
outside control. When a distrib- 
utor spirited away the rights to

One advantage of simple 


bidding is that you don't tell 
your opponents anything that 
may aid their defense. If 
North had stopped to bid two 
clubs on his way to four 
hearts, West would almost 
surely have given up the idea 
of a club lead. 


With nothing to guide him 


West opened a club. His nine 
of clubs was higher than any 
spade or diamond and he 
wanted to lead his shortest 
suit anyway. 


South went up with the ace 


from dummy and dropped the 
jack from his own hand but 
all this made no difference to 
West. He noted that East 
played the three spot which 
was the lowest club and West 
made up his mind that he 
wasn't going to lead clubs 
again. 


The ten of hearts was led 


from dummy at trick two and 
allowed to ride. West won 
with the queen and pondered 
whether to lead a spade or a 
diamond. He decided to cash 
his ace of trumps to see if he 
could get a helpful discard 
from his partner. 


East was able to discard and 


wanted to request a spade 
lead. He would have been 
really happy if he could spare 
a high spade but he was look- 
ing at the deuce of spades. 


Nevertheless he was able to 


request a spade lead just as 
effectively as if he held a high 
spade he could throw. East 
discarded the deuce of dia- 
monds. 


This play said, "Don't lead a
